TERMS AND CONDITIONS 


Under this Contract, ATARI, INC. will provide service 
for the ATARI Consumer Electronics or Home Com¬ 


puter hardware products subject to the conditions 
below. This Contract does not cover ATARI Game 
cartridges or computer software. 

ACCEPTANCE 

This Contract, represented by the order card signed 
by you, stipulating that you have read, understood and 
agreed with the terms and conditions therein, is subject 
to acceptance by Atari. This is a consumer Service 
Contract and does not cover commercial or institutional 
use of ATARI hardware products. Your ATARI hardware 
must be working properly before Atari will accept your 
service contract application.In addition, Service Con¬ 
tract acceptance is also contingent upon Atari receiving 
your serial numbers as called for on the application. 

FOR HOW LONG 

Service Contract coverage begins immediately after 
the expiration of the original 90-day limited warranty, 
when purchased while the warranty is still in effect sub¬ 
ject to acceptance of your contract. When purchased 
after the original warranty has expired, coverage begins 
10 days after Atari accepts your service contract. The 
service contract will be effective until the expiration 
date noted on the face of the contract and the Atari Ser¬ 
vice Contract Authorization Card. 

RENEWAL 

THIS AGREEMENT WILL NOT AUTOMATICALLY 
RENEW. Before this agreement ends, approximately 
one month prior to expiration, we will provide you writ¬ 
ten notice at the address indicated on your application 
or change of address form, that your Service Contract is 
about to expire and the rate for renewal, if such renewal 
is available. 

ADDING HARDWARE FOR COVERAGE 

If you purchase additional ATARI Home Computer 
peripherals while your computer is covered by a 
Service Contract, the additional peripherals may be 
covered under the same terms as your original contract. 
These peripherals will be covered at no additional 
charge upon receipt by Atari of a completed Peripheral 
Addition Form. 

WHAT WE WILL DO 

We will provide new or refurbished replacement parts 
and labor, or replace defective units, at our option, to 
correct problems resulting from defective materials or 
workmanship, and normal wear and tear. This service 
will be provided at ATARI Factory Authorized Service 
Centers. All replaced parts become the property of 
Atari. 

WHAT WE WILL NOT DO 

We will not provide service under this Contract for 
problems or damage caused by accident, misuse (for 
example, we will not cover repairs due to a non-ATARI 
RAM board overloading the computer), disaster, abuse, 
alterations, external causes including attachments and 
supplies, non-ATARI parts or equipment, commercial 
use, non-ATARI Factory Authorized Service repairs, 
failure to provide a suitable operating environment, or 
use of the hardware for purposes other than designed. 
We will not accept service contract applications for 
ATARI hardware products in non-working condition. 

WHEN WE WILL PROVIDE SERVICE 

Service will be performed during normal business 


hours at any of the ATARI Factory Authorized Service 
Centers or ATARI Regional Service Centers. Products 
covered by the Service Contract are ensured of prompt 
service at any ATARI Factory Authorized Service 
Center or ATARI Regional Service Center. 

WHAT YOU MUST DO FOR SERVICE CONTRACT 
REPAIRS 

Bring your hardware, identified with a valid ATARI 
SERVICE Contract Program Authorization Card, to any 
of the ATARI Factory Authorized Service Centers or to 
an ATARI Regional Service Center for repair. Call the 
800 telephone number listed in your telephone book for 
the location of the nearest repair center to you. 

ASSIGNMENT 

This Service Contract applies to the designated 
ATARI hardware only and may be transferred upon sale 
or trade of the complete hardware system upon written 
notification by you to Atari at the address listed below. 

DISCLAIMER AND LIMITATION OF LIABILITY 

IN NO EVENT WILL ATARI BE LIABLE FOR ANY 
LOST DATA, LOST COMMUNICATIONS, LOST 
PROFITS, LOST SAVINGS, OR OTHER INCIDENTAL

HAS BEEN ADVISED OF THE POSSIBILITY OF

Atari will not be responsible if we fail to provide ser¬ 
vice due to causes beyond our control. 

Any provision of this Contract which is prohibited or 
unenforceable in any jurisdiction shall, as to such juris¬ 
diction, be ineffective to the extent of the prohibition 
and unenforceable without invalidating the remaining 
provisions of this Contract. 

This Contract will be governed by the laws of the 
State of California. 

This document sets forth the entire agreement 
between the parties and no representation, promise or 
condition not contained herein shall modify these terms.
